EXEMPTIONS.

The  following  exemptions  refer  to  the  Prov. 
duty  only : — 

I. — Copies  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  printed  in 
the  United  Kingdom. 

II. — Donations  of  Books  or  Clothing,  specially 
imported  for  the  use  of,  or  to  be  distributed 
gratuitously  by  any  Charitable  Society  in  the 
Province, 

III. — Philosophical  a^  paratus,  Instruments, 
Books,  Maps,  Statuary,  Busts  and  Casts  of 
Marble,  Bronze,  Alabaster  or  Plaster  of  Paris, 
Paintings,  Drawings,  Engravings,  Etchings, 
Specimens  of  Sculptures,  Cabinets  of  Coins, 
Medals,  Gems,  and  all  other  collections  of  an- 
tiquities,— provided  the  same  be  specially  im- 
ported in  good  faith  for  the  use  of  any  Society 
incorporated  or  established  for  philosot)hical  or 
literary  purposes,  or  for  the  encouragement  of 
the  fine  arts,  or  for  the  use  or  by  the  order  of 
any  University,  College,  Academy,  School  or 
Seminary  of  learning  within  this  Province. 

rV. — Arms  or  Clothing  which  any  contractor 
or  contractors,  commissary  or  commissaries, 
shall  import  or  bring  into  the  Province,  for  the 
use  of  Her  Majesty's  Army  or  Navy,  or  for  the 
use  of  the  Indian  Nations  in  this  Province : 
provided  the  duty  otherwise  payable  would  be 
defrayed  or  borne  by  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
Kingdom  or  of  this  Province. 

V. — Specimens  in  Natural  History,  Miner- 
alogy, and  Botany. 

VI. — Seeds  of  all  kinds,  farming  utensils  and 
implements  of  husbandry,  animals  for  the  im- 
provement of  stock, — when  specially  imported 
in  good  faith  by  any  Society  mcorporated  or 
established  for  the  encouragement  of  agriculture.

I. — The  specific  iiuties  are  levied  according 
to  the  Imperial  Weights .  nd  Measures,  aiid  in 
Sterling  money. — 20s.  stg. — 24s.|4d.  cy.  or  $4  87. 
The  Imperial  Quarter  of  Grain  is  equal  to  SJ  of 
our  Winchester  Bushel. 

11. — In  calculating  the  advalorem  Duties 
under  the  Imperial  Act,  one-tenth  is  first  added 
to  the  amount  of  the  invoice.

United  States  Drawback  Bill, — The  fol- 
lowing two  clauses  of  this  Bill  bear  upon  the 
trade  with  this  Province : —       «     "  i  •  > 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any 
imported  merchandise  which  has  been  entered 
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and  the  duties  paid  or  secured  according  to  law» 
for  drawback,  may  be  exported  to  the  British 
North  American  Provinces  adjoining  the  United 
States;  and  the  ports  of  Plattsburgh.  in  the 
district  of  Champlain ;  Burlington,  in  the  district 
of  Vermont;  Sackett's  Harbor,  Oswego  and 
Ogdensburgh,  in  the  district  of  Oswcgatchie; 
Rochester,  in  the  district  of  Genesee;  Buffalo 
and  Erie,  in  the  district  of  Presqu'isle;  Cleve- 
land, in  the  district  of  Cuyahoga;  Sandusky 
and  Detroit,  together  with  sucli  ports  on  the 
8ea  board,  from  which  merchandise  may  now 
be  exported  for  the  benefit  of  drawback,  are 
hereby  declared  ports*  from  whence  foreign 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  on  which  the 
import  duty  has  been  paid,  or  secured  to  be 
paid,  may  be  exported  to  ports  in  the  adjoining 
British  Provinces,  and  to  wliich  ports  foreign 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  may  be  trans- 
ported inland,  or  by  water,  from  the  port  of 
original  importation,  under  existing  provisions 
of  law,  to  be  thence  exported  for  benefit  of  draw- 
back: Provided,  That  such  otliet  ports  situated 
on  the  firontiers  of  the  United  States,  adjoining 
the  British  North  American  Provinces,  as  may 
hereafter  be  found  expedient,  may  have  exten- 
ded to  them  the  like  privileges,  on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury, 
and  proclamation  duly  made  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  specially  designating  the 
ports  to  which  the  aforesaid  privileges  are  to 
be  extended.
